However, at the present time there appears a definite relaxa- 
tion of such an attitude, because of the following factors: 

1. The Christian Doctrine , based on love, peaoe and 

brotherhood of nation^ could minimize the " narrowness" 
of Balican thought, 

fc. The Masonic L<^es . working in a widespread, yet 
secrbt manner, are another unifying factor in the 
Balkans. Their greatest drawback is that they 
cannot appeal to the masses, as a whole, and that 
they conflict with many Christian groups, 

3, Communism is the most recent step taken toward Balkan 
unification and towards the abandonment of nationalistic 
feeling.
